PRESIDENT CLEVELAND MAY DECIDE 
TO HAVE ONE. 


A Demand that Congress Take Definit Ac- 
tion in the Matter of Revenue Reform— 
Presidential Pardons—Boyle of Illinois 
After Superintendent White's Place—A 
Chance for Klectric-Light Companies— 
Miscellaneous News from Washington. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 23.—[Special.]— 

One of the ‘high officers of the Treasury says 

he has no doubt of- an extra session unless 

this Congress shall deal with the surplus 
question. He added that the President 
would not permit the people’s money to go 
on 1 in the Treasury without 
any legal way of again putting it into general 
circulation until the subject could be reached 
by the next Congress at its regular session 
next year. This official expressed the opin- 
‘ion that the President would convepe the 
Fiftieth Congress within thirty days after 
March 4 nothing be done in the way 
ot relief for the Treasury by that time. He 
pointed out the evils that would at- 
tend à regularly increasing surplus, and 
remarked that the President could put the 
responsibility for continued neglect to provide 
against these dangers upon Congress; that 
he would call an extra session and in a plain, 
straightforward admonish that Con- 
gress do its duty. Then, if diverse views 
upon the tariff continued to prevent remedial 
legislation, no blame could attach to the Ad- 
ministration. Some members say an extra 
session ‘would follow a failure to legislate at 
this session for a reduction of revenue, but 
many of them are quite positive that this 
duty will not be neglected. There are mem- 
bers, however, who fully appreciate the diffi- 
culty of any such legislation by the present

ABDUCTED IN DAYLIGHT. 


4A ZOUNG WOMAN CARRIED AWAY 
FROM PEORIA BY A MAN. 


He Is Supposed to Have Thought Her 
Dead and to Have Thrown Her Out of 
His Carriage—The Gir) Says She Recog- 
mized Her Assailant as the Man Who 
Stole Her in Germany Fifteen Years 
Ago—Her Strange Story. 

Peoria, III., Dec 28.—[Special.]—Rosaline 
Roberts, 20 years old, was found about five 
miles out from this city and brought back to 
her home last night about 11 o’clock. The 
person who discovered her says she was in a 
stupefied condition and had evidently wan- 
dered about for some time. When she recov- 
ered consciousness she told a remarkable 
story. This was that at about 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, while walking on one of the public 
streets, she was seized by a person who ap- 
plied a handkerchief soaked with chloroform 
or some other stupefying substance to her 
nostrils, and then threw her into a 
buggy. This is the last she remembers 
till she recovered consciousness at the point 
where she was found. The color of probabil- 
ity is given to this story by previous experi- 
ences of the girl. She is of a highly excit- 
able disposition and subject to fainting 
spelis, during which she has been known to 
remain unconscious for hours. The story of 
the girl is that she was stolen from Germany 
when 5 years old. She has some recollection 
of her old German home, and her impression 
is that it must have been one of luxury. Her 
abductor brought her to New York, where 
she was adopted by a wealthy manufacturer 
named Roberts and was reared as one of the 
family up to the time of Roberts’ death, some 
ay 1 — 9 * ago.

STRIKE OF THE BROOKLYN STREET- 
CAR MEN AT AN END, 


The Employes Claim to Have Forced the 


Dayton, O. | 
New York, Dec. 23.—[Special.]—Seldom 
have citizens of Brooklyn experienced such a 
day of thorough discomfort and inconven- 
ience as they did today. At 4 o’clock this 
morning the Knights of Labor employed by 
the Brooklyn City Railroad Company on its 
eleven lines went on strike. Their leaders 
had ordered a tie-up, and the rank and file 
obeyed the order almost to a man. The com- 
pany has in its employ nearly 2,000 men, and 
all but a few hundred of these absented 
themselves from their work. The result, 
mainly on account of the season of the year, 
was startling. The tide of travel 
in Brooklyn during the Christmas holidays is 
immense, and the vast portion of it was today 
without means of locomotion. The busiest 
thoroughfare in the city wore a deserted air. 
The elevated and those surface roads whose 
employés were still at work were unable to 
accommodate the overflow, and to a single 
day’s “ tie-up” of the Brooklyn City Railway 
Company’s lines Brooklyn merchants attrib- 
ute the loss of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. One firm chartered fifty free stages in 
order to bring purchasers who would other- 
wise have been lost to its doors. 

The “tieup” came to. an end at 7 
o'clock this evening. It was of short 
but costly duration, particularly to the com- 
pany. It resulted in riotous demonstrations 
which severely tested the full power of the 
police force, and although but two men—one 
a policeman, the other a car-driver—were at 
all seriously injured, it soon became evident 
that blood would undoubtedly be shed unless 
the tie-up were short-lived. The men felt 
they were fighting for their organization, as 
well as for their bread and butter. 

President Daniel T. Lewis had distinctly 
stated that he would redress no grievances 
at the behest of the Executive Board of Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 75, of which nearly all of 
his company’s employés are members. Early 
in the contest the men could see no way out 
of the fight except through a surrender on the 
part of the company, and that they hardly 
looked for, except after a lengthy and bitter 
contest. They were afraid to appear before 
the company’s officers in their own behalf 
for fear of dismissal. They complained that 
the agreement entered into with the company 
last spring had been broken, and that they 
were compelled to work the greater part of 
twenty-four hours per day for the rate of 

sallowed them by law. They had no 
rights which the company respected. The 
determination to strike was not taken until 
each of the local assemblies to which the 
— belonged had reported in favor of such 
action. 

A conference was held between the Mayor, 
State Board of Arbitration, Commissioner 
Donovan, and the President of the railroad 
company. It lasted three hours, and resultéd 
in a basis of settlement being agreed upon. 
All the demands of the men referring to the 
new time-table were conceded and ali other 
grievances were submitted to a committee of 
employés of each road of the company to 
meet, confer, and settle. All the employés 
return to work im the morning in the same 
positions that they occupied when they quit 
work. The mene to fill vacancies will 
be retained. By 8 o’clock this evening cars 
were running on schedule time over the 
company’s lines. 

The differences that exist between the De 
Kalb avenue line and its men are likely to be 
settled without a tie-up.“ Nothing definit 
was done in the matter today, but Master 
Workman Graham said tonight that matters

THE STRUGGLE IN MICHIGAN FOR 
THE SENATORSHIP. 


Col. Frank Stockbridge Apperently in the 


ger’s Strength Increased—The Contest 
for the Lieutenant-Governorship of In- 
diana—Candidates for Offices in the 
Illinois Legislature in Springtield. 
Derrorr, Mich., Dec. 23.—[Special.] The 
Senatorial contest in Michigan is growing 
kaleidoscopic. It now presents almost as 
many aspects as there are candidates, and, 
while these are not legion, there are enough 
of them to make the contest intensely excit- 
ing. Assuming that James McMillan is in 
earnest when he says he will not be a candi- 
date, there still remain four eager aspirants, 
and a quartet of others who, while not dis- 
tinotly in the field, are being very strongly 
urged by their respective friends for the 
place now filled by Senator Conger. 
The full list of entries may, therefore, 
be given as follows: Col. Frank B. Stock- 
bridge, Kalamazoo; ex-Congressman Edward 
S. Lacey, Charlotte; J. C. Fitzgerald, Grand 
Rapids; Senator Conger, the present incum- 
bent; Gen. B. M. Cutcheon, Manistee; Presi- 
dent Edwin Willets of the Agricultural Col- 
lege; ex-Lieut.-Gov. Fairfield, Manistee; Jay 
A. Hubbell of the Northern Peninsula, With- 
in a week the name of Judge Thomas M. 
Cooley has been proposed, but there is no 
likelihood that he would consent to the use of 
his nume in this connection. The Legislature 
which must make a choice of Senator meets 
at Lansing the first Wednesday in next 
month. The balloting for Senator must begin 
the second Tuesday after the organization of 
the two Houses is perfected. The Republic- 
ans have the Legislature by a large majority, 
and if the caucus is entered by all the members 
the contest will be then and there settled. 
The Reprfblicans number eighty-seven Sena- 
tors and Representatives, and a majority of 
the caucus, therefore, will be forty-four. 
Naturally the man who is sure of that many 
votes wants the caucus to settle it. Per con- 
tra, the friends of the weaker candidates are 
not enthusiastic over the caucus system, and 
at this tame it is very uncertain whether the 
struggle will be carried out of the caucus, if 
there is a caucus held, or not. A month ago 
Col. Stockbridge counted on securing fifty- 
nine votes. He announced that he bad that 
many beyond all 8 and while 
he has since stop giving figures 
he is still seeming sure of a 
majority. The effect of Mr. Stockbridge’s 
sitive announcement was somewhat 
ifferent from that e Instead of 
causing the other candidates to retire from 
a contest which Col. Stockbridge’s friends 
claimed he had already won they buckled on 
their armor without further delay and en- 
tered the fray.

TWO MILLIONS MORE CALLED FOR. 


Outrageous Demands of City Department 
Heads for Next Year. 

As was predicted, the various municipal de- 
partments are making very steep estimates to 
present to the Council for the coming year. The 
Board of Education has set the example by ask- 
ing for $400,000, or 18 per cent more than last 
year. Commissioner Purdy of the Board of Pub- 
lic Work s wants an addition of $700,000, the in- 
crease being asked for double bridges at Madi- 
son, Randolph, Fourteenth, and Eighteenth 
streets. The Aldermen will try to add an appro- 
priation for a bridge at Jackson street, thus 
making the Public Works appropriation about 
$1,000,000 more than last year. Superintendent 
Ebersold will ask for appropriations for two new 
stations and 5 ditional men, an in- 
crease of about ie, while, if the 
missioner of Health is not permitted by the 
Mayor to have his own way about letting the 
scavenger work by contract, he will have to ask 
for $100,000 adaitional in order to provide plunder 
for the Aldermanic scavengers. Other rt- 
ments will add — — It is 
the total of the additions made by “ heads 
will be about $2,000,000. 

The tax assessment will not permit of such an 
increase. On the equalized valuation for this 
year the total amount arising from taxation next 

will be about $3,160,000, or $860,000 more than 
ast year. The revenue from saloon licenses will 
probably be $90,000 more. Colvin and Cullerton 
are said to have invented a license scheme ex- 
tension which, if adopted, will add about $200,- 
000 to the city’s revenue. This makes a total of 
#650,000 to meet a vroposed increased of $2,000,- 
000, or, excluding the addition for school pur- 
poses, to which the tax limitation clause does not 
apply, about $1,600,000. Council will 
have no option in the matter. They 
must cut down the estimates. The School 
Board ought to be compelled to get on with the 
same amount as last year. There is no imme- 
diate necessity for double bridges at Eighteenth 
and Randolph streets, or, perhaps, for the new 
bri at Fourteenth street. The Department of 
Public Works ought to be content next year with 
the double bridge at Wells and Cl streets, 
which Mr. Yerkes’ com y is to build, despite 
the strenuous efforts of the Council boodlers, 
and the double bri at Jackson and Madison 
streets. There is $105,000 to the credit of the 
Jackson street structure now in ury, 
and the land over which to swing the bridge can 
be obtained from the Pennsylvania Railroad 
without cost to the city if the boodle 
1 only consent io such economy. 
The cost of double Madison street bri 
about $180,000—will be the only item that n be 
added to last year’s appropriation for Mr. Purdy’s 
department. The item for additional policemen 
can be cut down probably one-half. It is proba- 
ble that forty or fifty additional nine-months 
men will be required, and perhaps two new sta- 
tions. The Health ent should not get 
one penny more than it 8. last year. It does 
not n any more on the confession of Dr. De 
Wolf.

Attorney Anson H, Lawrence, one 
of the directors of the company, states that sev- 
eral of those controlling the Eastern capital have 
been in Chicago recently looking over the 
r but that the feasibility of the scheme 
as yet largely to be determined.

Alluding to the next National contest 
for the Presidency of the United States, the 
Senator said that, while the Republican leaders 
had not mapped out anything concerning the 
next convention, they talked over Presidential 
matters among themselves. The Senator said 
that Blaine was warmly spoken of for the Repub- 
lican nomination. Blaine, he suid, was an able 
man, and he stood in the front of all the candi- 
dates that might be mentioned—Minnesota was 
for him.

COUNTY WARRANTS AND TAXES. 

Two legal opinions upon the county-war- 
rant question in its bearing upon the pay- 
ment of taxes are given in today’s Tris- 
uxg. One is signed by John N. Jewett, Hugh 
A. White, and John I. Herrick, the Judiciary 
Committee of the Citizens’ Association, and 
the other by Ex-Gov. Hamilton as South 
Town Attorney. He is also attorney for the 
West Town. These are four exceptionally 
able lawyers. Each opinion is entirely inde- 
pendent of the other, but they are in per- 
fectaccord. In the main the opinions also 
agree with the one given by County-Attorney 
Bliss to Mr. Murry Nelson, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee of the County 
Board. The chief distinction is in the 
treatment of the orders issued during the 
present fiscal year, but prior to the actual 
levy of taxes in this county—that is, during 
the fall and prior to Nov. 8 Mr. Bliss was 
inclined to discriminate in favor of those or- 
ders as against those of last year, on the 
ground that there might be a “constructive” 
levy in advance of the actual one, but neither 
the Hamilton nor the Jewett opinion draws 
any such distinction. The only way to levy 
a tax is to levy it, and the record must show 
the fact. It is true, the board might have 
made the levy- sooner, but it did not, and 
that settled it. With this exception the three 
opinions agree, and Mr. Bliss, who is a com- 
paratively young lawyer, would no doubt ac- 
cept the judgment of such eminent attorneys 
as Hamilton and Jewett as good law, es- 
pecially as he did not flatly commit himself 
to the other doctrine. 

No fair-minded taxpayer will longer insist 
upon his right to pay his county taxof 1886 
with county warrants, and that is the prac- 
tical point of the whole matter just at this 
time. To the extent that the orders now out- 
standing, whatever their dates, exceed the 
money in the County Treasury at the time of 
their issuance, they are not receivable for 
taxes. The Warrant act is too explicit to ad- 
mit of honest misconstruction. The clear 
“intent and meaning of the statute,” says the 
Jewett opinion, is that until the money is 
“in the Treasury to pay the warrants the 
“ warrants should be so drawn that no cause 
“of action could accrue thereon until the 
“money was in the Treasury for the pay- 
“ment thereof.” That is an admirably 
simple and explicit statement of the purpose 
of the Warrant act. Gov. Hamilton, pre- 
senting the same law from another point of 
view,ftelis the Collector: “ Your duty in the 
“premises is to ascertain whether or not at 
“the time of the issuance of said order there 
“were sufficient fundsin the hands of the 
“County Treasurer to pay said order. If 
“there were not funds in the hands of the 
“County Treasurer sufficient to pay said 
“order when issued, and which could be le- 
„ gally appropriated by him to the payment 
“of said order at that time, then in my opin- 
“jon the county had no right or power to 
“issue said order, and it cannot be taken by 
Fou in the payment of county taxes.“ This 
is the plainness of the proverbial pikestaff. 
Every Collector in Cook County would do 
well to follow the course thus pointed out. 
It is fortunate that so able a lawyer happens 
to be a town attorney in this emergency. 

It seems from Gov. Hamilton’s opinion that 
there is just one decision bearing directly 
upon this case, that of Amos vs. Burrus, in 
which the Appellate Court passed upon the 
Warrant act, laying down a principle which 
exactly fits Cook County. “We think,” says 
this decision, the law of 1879 covers this 
“ case, and therefore when the County Board 
“was applied to to issue an order on the 
“County Treasurer for the amount of the 
“judgment, interest, and costs, obtained 
“ against the county, the board was express- 
“ly prohibited from drawing and issuing 
“such order unless there was sufficient 
“money in the Treasury to pay the same. 
“No averment is made in the petition that 
“sufficient funds were in tha Treasury to 
pay such order if issued. The court below, 
therefore, erred in granting the peremptory 
“writ of mandamus requiring the County 
“ Board to do an act expressly prohibited by 
“ law.“ 

In the face of the law, as thus laid down, 
does any bank or other taxpayer in Chicago 
suppose thas there is a court in Cook County 
which would issue a mandamus requiring a 
Town Collector to receive county demand 
orders on an empty Treasury in satisfaction 
of a tax claim? 


PACIFIC RAILROAD 60-YEAR FUNDING BILL 

With $42,000,000 of overdue interest owing 
to the United States the Pacific railroads, 
notwithstanding the requirements of the 
Thurman act, are steadily increasing their 
indebtedness to the Government at the rate 
of $1,000,000 per annum, thus becoming deeper 
in default every year. While the Govern- 
ment has been defrauded in this shameful 
manner the Pacific roads have been paying 
millions annually in dividends on stock never 
paid for, as their books show—the Union Pa- 
citic stock so issued amounting to $46,000,000 
and the Central Pacific stock to a trifle under 
$60,000,000, a total of $106,000,000. The Union 
Pacific and the Central Pacific Companies 
built their roads out of the proceeds of about 
two-thirds of the first and second mortgage 
bonds, and pocketed the other third. The 
subscribers to the capital stock never paid 
in but 2 per cent, and checked that out long 
ago in dividends. In its worst year, 1885, the 
Union Pacific earned $4,540,000 above interest 
on first-mortgage bonds and cost of new 
equipment, and from 1874 to 1884 it paid out 
in dividends on, unpaid-for stock $27,897,270, 
in addition to $8,800,000 invested in branch 
lines, $5,000,000 paid for the bankrupt Denver 
& South Park, and $8,000,000 spent in redeem- 
ing bonds not yet due. Fat dividends to the 
holders of unpaid-for stock and continuous 
defaults in dealing with the Government are 
the distinguishing features in the manage- 
ment of the Pacific roads. 

In the face of this shameful record the 
Union and Central Pacific Roads, through 
their lobby employed to bribe Congressmen, 
and with the aidof Eastern Congressmen 
representing the holders of the non-paid-for 
stock, are demanding a funding of their debt 
ata low interest and an extension for sixty 
years.of the time for paying the Government 
debt. The argument in New England is, 
that while the funding scheme will entail 
loss on that section in common with other 
parts of the couutry it will more than be 
made good, as the gift enterprise dividends 


will all be paid to “widows and orphans” UV-

What about the illegal consolidation 
of the bankrupt Kansas Pacific and Denver 
Pacific Roads, conducted according to the

‘| 000,000? It nothing can be done to compel 


restitution and correct the swindles perpe- 
trated on the Government by the Pacific 
Roads in the past it is at least incumbent on 
Congress to guard against a repetition of 
them in the future. The one thing for Con- 
gress to do is to insist on the payment of all 
sums due the Government from the Union 
and Central Pacific Roads, and in case of 
continued defaults to demand the ap 
pointment of a receiver, thus bouncing 
the plunderers. Why have Western 
members of Congress allowed the cheat- 
ing and swindling of the Government 
to go on without molestation for twenty 
years? Gov. Washburn declared on the floor 
of Congress that $500,000 for bribes was dis- 
tributed among Congressmen to change the 
law converting the Government's first mort- 
gage into a second mortgage and to alter 
other provisions of the law whereby the 
Government has suffered. Has some sort 
of boodle influence paralyzed Western Con- 
gressmen and closed their eyes to their duty! 


SOUTH CAROLINA LABOR-CONTRACT BILL. 

The Labor-Contract bill, which passed the 
Upper House of the South Carolina Legisla- 
ture a few daysago, has been’ practically 
shelved in the Lower House by an adverse 
report of the Judiciary Committee, which 
disposes of it at least for this session. This 
disposition of it was eminently wise, for had 
it been enacted and put into practical opera- 
tion it is safe to say that it would not be long 
before there would be little or no labor in 
that State to contract—a condition which 
the lazy, worn-out State of South Carolina 
could not well mvite. The bill itself offered 
the following substitute for one of the sec- 
tions of the General Statutes: 


Sec. 2,084. It shall be deemed a conspiracy and 
shall be a misdemeanor for any persons, united, 
organized, associated, or banded together, to in- 
terfere by threats, force, or in any other way 
with any contract between any employer or em- 
ployé, whether such contract be verbal or in 
writing, orto permit any 2 tor them or in 
their name, or on behalf of such union, associa- 
tion, organization, or band, to interfere with any 
employer or employé, whether the contract be- 
tween them be verbal orin writing, for wages or 
for any other consideration, to prevent the execu- 
tion of such contract; and each and every one 
convicted of this offense shall be punished ng 4 im- 
prisonment for not less than six months, or fined 
not less than „or both fined and imprisoned, 
in the discretion of the court. Each one of such 
contracts interfered with as above prescribed 
constitute a separate and distinct offense 

erein, 


The opponents of the measure based their 
argument against it on the ground that it was 
a blow at the Knights of Labor, that while 
existing laws were ample (?) for the protec- 
tion of contracts it was invidious to single 
out the Knights from among their fellow-cit- 
izens, and that it would be dangerous to de- 
prive the laborers of an equal footing before 
the law with capital. To a certain extent 
this is true, for since the recent gathering 
of the Knights at Richmond there has been 
an attempt to organize the colored farm la- 
borers of the South into local assemblies for 


protection against the exactions and extor- 


tions of the planters and other employers. 
A stronger argument, however, against the 
bill might have been found. It was a blow 
against the rights of the laborers and against 
labor itself. It would have left the colored 
agricultural laborers, at whom it was princi- 
pally aimed, and all other classes of laborers 
at the mercy of contractors who take advan- 
tage of their ignorance and credulity to de- 
lude them into iron-bound contracts, from 
which it is as impossible to escape as it used 
to be from slavery, and which are hardly more 
just or impartial in their provisions than 
were the old relations of personal ownership. 
It was the intention of this bill to grind the 
negro still further down and leave him power- 
less to protest or to better his prospects. 
They are already held by bonds as exacting as 
those of Shylock. Their wages have been re- 
duced toa point which has impoverished 
them, and had this bill passed they would 
have been helpless. As the Rev. J. W. 
Offord, one of the most intelligent white 
preachers in the State, says: “ The truth is, 
“the treatment the negro laborers are re- 
“ceiving has brought them into abject pov- 
“erty. No change of condition or country 
“can bring them to a worse condition.” The 
same authority says: “When the negro 
“preachers of the Gospel say to their flocks, 
Arise and let us go,’ there will be wailing 
“in South Carolina—Rachels weeping for 
“their children and refusing to be com- 
“forted.” The signs of such an outcome 
to the labor question in South Carolina have 
long been apparent. For several years 
past there has been a slow but steady 
emigration ‘of negro laborers from that 
State as well as North Carolina to 
Arkansas and the Southern States 
west of the Mississippi. A dispatch from 
Little Rock in the last issue of Tun Tarsune 
announces the arrival of several hundred 
negroes from Barnwell and Aiken Counties, 
in South Carolina, who report that several 
hundred more will leave in January and 
February. Had this bill passed, forbidding 
them to organize for their protection upon 
penalty of going to the penitentiary, these 
emigration parties of hundreds would speed- 
ily have changed to an exodus en masse, 
leaving the farmers and employers of that 
State helpless to make and gather their crops 
and financially ruined. In view of the sys- 
tematic oppression of the laborers in that 
State and the persistent refusal to give them 
justice such a punishment would not have 
been undeserved. No Southern State has 
been more unjust tothe negro, industrially 
or politically, than South Carolina. 


THE TRUE CHRISTMAS GIVING. 

It is probably idle to try to convince people 
of the folly of unwise giving on Christmas, 
or to attempt to persuade them that the 
squandering of money upon gifts to be given 
to those who do not need them or appreciate 
them is not observing the great holiday of 
the year in the spirit which belongs to the 
day and its traditions. The true object of 
gift-making should be to make the recipient 
happy, and by this very act to have the happi- 
ness reflected back upon the donor. In this 
Way the latter derives pleasure and satisfac- 
tion from his generosity. 

That the market is well supplied with the 
material for gifts is evidenced by the attract- 
ive show made by the stores, and that the 
demand is well up to the supply is indicated 
by the crowded condition of the shops, the 
thronged streets, and the multitude carrying 
bundles to their homes. The man or woman 
without @ package indeed is the exception 
and is looked upon with suspicion. And yet, 
if each one in this multitude should be com- 
pelled to testify, it would be found that a 
large number had performed their an- 
nual duty not only with reluctance but 
sometimes with aversion; for the reason 
that those receiving their gifts care nothing 
for them, do not need them, or are not satis- 
ned unless they represent a sum of money 


which is so large as to become a burdensome 
tax upon the donor. The consciousness of a 
good intention is the only thing that can 
sweeten a Christmas gift, and the knowledge 
that it is needed and will give satisfaction is 
the only condition that will reimburse the 
donor with pleasure growing out of his bene- 
faction. 

There are plenty of people who can and 
who ought to make others happy, and it will 
not be difficult for them to find thos@whose 
condition they can ease and whose burdens 
they can lighten. There are plenty of people 
who have money enough to devote to this 
purpose, and who will never miss its loss. 
There are some who have more than they 
know what to do with. Now, what better in- 
vestment can such men make of their money 
on Christmas than by conferring some of it 
in making those happy who have no more 
than will meet their daily needs, instead of 
throwing it away on those who are amply 
provided? Of what use or benefit is it 
to send costly gifts of bric-A-brac into houses 
already stuffed with it, or to lavish expensive 
gifts upon children whose greed has been 
pampered and who care nothing for thema 
week afterwards, when the city is full of 
those to whom a Christmas dinner would be 
an event to be remembered all the year and 
a doll or a Noah’s ark would make happy 
until another Christmas came round? 

Gov. Alger of Michigan seems to be one of 
the few who understand the real meaning of 
Christmas. He has ascertained the names 
and condition of five hundred of the street 
gamins of Detroit and is having each one of 
them fitted out with a complete suit of 
clothes, together with cap and shoes, asa 
Christmas gift. It is safe to say that the 
good Governor will not only make 
all these little fellows happy but that 
he will be the happiest one concerned. 
There are others who understand the paying 
character of this kind of investment. Among 
them is the great Chicago packer, who, not 
only Christmas, but nearly every other 
day of the year, is quietly making gamins and 
poor women happy by beneficences of which 
nq one knows but those immediately about 
him, and itis said that he considers this the 
most profitable part of his immense busi- 
ness, notwithstanding the amount of imposi- 
tion to which he is sometimes subjected. His 
busy right hand rarely knows what his left 
is doing, but there are many poor women and 
children who could tell, This kind of giving 
is of the true Christmas sort, and when 80 
many are in need of it, and could be made 
happy by it, it seems wrong and is wrong 
that so much money should be thrown away 
upon those who are not in need of it and are 
not made happy by it. 


RANDOLPH CHUBCHILL’S COUP. 

Lord Randolph Churchill's resignation of 
the leadership of the Tory Commoners and of 
his portfolio as Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
while a great political surprise, was probably 
not wholly unexpected by those who have 
closely followed the remarkable career of 
that surprising young man. Were Lord 
Randolph not the son of a Tory Duke who 
owned a pocket borough—recently wiped out 
by the distribution scheme—he would prob- 
ably have entered political life as a Radical. 
All his tendencies are democratic. He has 
no reverence for special privilege or for the 
hereditary class of noble Lords and Barons. 
He believes inchange—in reform. He has no 
patience with the slow-gaited Toryism of the 
“stern and undending old British Bourbons 
that cluster around Lord Salisbury. Putting 
such a man into a Tory Cabinet was like 
„pouring new wine into old skins.” He had 
to be taken out or he would have burst the 
party. 

Since he assumed the leadership of the 
House of Commons he has managed to efface 
and overshadow Salisbury and the other old 
fogies. He has enunciated programs and for- 
mulated platforms which have been the ab- 
tonishment and despair of the old Squires, 
Peers, and parsons. He appropriated every 
plank of the Radical platform without mak- 
ing the least acknowledgment of the larce- 
ny. Mr. Gladstone is reported to have said 
concerning this performance that he felt 
complimented by it. It showed the young 
Tory’s good sense. “Surely,” Gladstone re- 
marked, when a young man of ability 
adopts your tactics, capitulates to you at dis- 
cretion, you must congratulate him on his 
good judgment, and you will not think of 
taunting him about his inconsistency.” In 
other words, young Churchill knows a good 
thing when he sees it, and believes that the 
world does move, and he wants to move 
with it. 

In his Dartford speech in October last 
Churchill laid down the Tory program as he 
understood it and as he would insist on it. 
This may be summarized as including allot- 
ments for agricultural laborers, the sale of 
church lands, the imposition of tithes on the 
landlords and the relief of the farmers, regu- 
lation of railway rates, the extension of local 
self-government to Ireland on the same gen- 
eral planof its extension to England and 
Scotland, a non-intervention foreign policy, 
and the abandonment of jingoism, the estab- 
lishment of an Irish peasant proprietary, pend- 
ing which the [Irish landlords should 
not be assisted in collecting rack-rents, 
and a general reduction of taxation. 
This was an astonishing Tory platform; but 
he added a new plank recently—the depriva- 
tion of the London Aldermen and Vestrymen 
of their perquisits and privileges. He want- 
ed closure by a bare majority in order to rush 
his measures through during the coming ses- 
sion. Neither Lord Salisbury nor any of his 
ancient Tory subordinates dared to publicly 
antagonize this radical program. But they se- 
cretly plotted against its author. The Tory or- 
gans abused him for his proposals regarding 
the London Aldermen, the Tory Ministers in- 
sisted on minimizing the measure of local 
government reform, the jingoes insisted on 
spending more money in building ships and 
in enlarging the military and naval establish- 
ments—thus increasing instead of reducing 
taxation—and the Irish landlords induced the 
Government to sanction coercive measures 
and the use of troops to collect their rack- 
rents. . 

This last was probably the principal reason 
for Churchill's resignation. He has always 
expressed the utmost contempt for the tooth- 
less Irish Tory landlords. He sent Gen. 
Buller to Ireland with instructions to coerce 
those worthies into acting fairly toward the 
tenants. A few weeks ago Buller was shorn 
of his powers, and Churchill but wanted a 
plausible British pretext for resenting this 
action by resignation. He has found an ex- 
cellent one in the overgrown estimates of 
William Henry Smith, whom he tried to keep 
out of the Cabinet, and of Lord George Ham- 
ilton, whose only claim to rank as a Cabinet 
officer is that he is the son of an Irish Tory 
Duke. 

Churchill said at Dartford the 2d of No- 
vember:

by the public opinion in their constituencies, 
and that the Government would be defeated 
and wrecked. He does not want to jeopard- 
ize his career by remaining on the sinking 
ship. He prefers to walt his opportunities. 
His defection at this juncture will lead to the 
overthrow of the Tories early in the next 
session, and probably dissolution. Churchill 
has doubtless some understanding with 
Chamberlain. Hartington will be driven 
into the Tory camp, whither his inclinations 
impel him, and Churchill and Chamberlain 
will endeavor to maintain the balance of 
power between the Liberal Home-Rulers and 
the Tory Unionists until Mr. Gladstone re- 
tires from the political stage, when they will 
endeavor to succeed to power as the heroes 
of asatisfactory compromise on the home- 
rule problem. 

Under the leadership of Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach the Tories may flounder on for a few 
months longer. Hartington will not accept 
Churchill's place. He is not a political dunce. 

Coneress has adjourned for the holidays, 
and, judging from what the House has al- 
ready done, it is a pity the adjournment had 
not been to March 4 instead of Jan. 4. Better 
leave everything alone, including the regular 
annual appropriations and the surplus, than 
to goon asthe House has begun in the line 
of allowing Rebel claims. By a vote of 117 to 
116 that branch of Congress has done all in 
its power to not only pay a spurious claim to 
the amount of $250,000, but to throw the door 
wide open to the allowance of fraudulent and 
treason-tainted claims aggregating hundreds 
of millions of dollars. 

The fourteenth amendment prohibits the 
payment of any claim for the loss or emanci- 
pation of any slave, but it never seemed to 
the statesmen of the reconstruction period 
that there could be any danger of Congress 
undertaking to reimburse Rebels for their 
ordinary property losses, including railways. 
That the Rebel Brigadiers should try to palm 
off some bogus claims as genuine was to be 
expected; but that no less than forty-six-Re- 
publicans in the House would ever support a 
claim so utterly rotten as this of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Railroad could 
hardly have been conceived in those days as 
within the range of possibility. The “ jim- 
my“ is under the door, which already begins 
to be ajar, and unless the burglar claim is 
headed promptly the plunder carried off will 
be on an enormous scale. 


Tue Louisville Courier-Journal is now dis- 
gruntied because of the War Department. 
Mr. Watterson openly charges that there is 
still in force at that department an order 
naming for official recognition only Repub- 
lican newspapers, to the exclusion of Demo- 
cratic newspapers; that it is impossible for 
his own correspondent in Washington to ob- 
tain access to the department, on account 
‘* of the girdle of Republican underlings and 
“orderlies who surround the Secretary,“ and 
that the Secretary himself ‘sits back upon 
“his high-mightiness like an Indian satrap 
“surrounded by his armed bodyguards.” It 
is not exactly evident what the C. J. wants of 
the War Department, or why it wants to get 
through the “girdle of underlings,” but of 
one thing Mr. Watterson may rest assured: 
Republicans will find no fault with any steps 
he may take to break through the cordon, 
even if he should tumble the high and 
mighty Secretary himself off his pedestal. If 
he should once getin there he would find a 
do-nothing Secretary whose only purpose 
seems to be to antagonize the military head 
of the army and to weaken the efficiency of 
the service by giving the control to favorits 
in his department. 


As nas already been stated in Tur Tris 
UNE, that part of the South Division known 
as the Levee” is conceded to be worse now 
than it has ever been before. Thieving, 
drunkenness, prostitution, gambling, and de- 
bauchery of all kinds are openly practiced in 
the large majority of the saloons and so-called 
„hotels,“ while the streets at night are 
thronged with disreputables of both sexes, 
who ply their occupations unmolested. It is 
also conceded that some of the worst of the 
places are under police protection to the ex- 
tent that they are unmolested. The police 
themselves say that they know the character 
of these places and that they could clean 
them out in two days’ time if they had leave. 
This narrows the responsibility down to the 
Chief of Police and the Mayor, but if the 
Chief of Police were ordered by the, Mayor to 
shut up these places, would he hesitate! 
This narrows it down to the Mayor, upon 
whom the responsibility has always rested. 
Mayor Harrison and no one else is responsi- 
ble for that sink of iniquity, but he is fishing 
for the Devil’s vote and is willing to pay the 
Devil’s price for it. 


Tus local excitement in Milwaukee this 
week is the sending of the pestiferous Socialist 
Grottkuu to the house of correction for thirty 
days for contempt of court. The case is this: 

Grottkau was tried a few weeks on a cha 
of conspiracy in the May riots in ‘that city. e 
jury disagreed, and a new trial has not yet been 

During the progress of the trial Grottkau, 
in his paper, attack the Judge and District 
Attorney very severely, and one day pub- 
lished a very scurrilous attack upon Judge San 
in verse, This was presented to the court by the 
District Attorney, and proceedings for contempt 
were begun. rottkau’s city editor, a young 
man named Loew, wrote a letter saying he was 
the author of the poem, and that Grottkau did 
not read it until after its publication. Loew 
then hastily left the city and has not since been 
found. Robert Schilling, another labor agitator, 
testified Tuesday that Grottkau showes kine the 
poem and told that he ought to have seen the 
original copy, intimating that he (Grottkau) had 
toned it down. Judge Sloan, in sentencing Grott- 
kau, said: 

“ There may be wrongs in relation to capital 
and labor, but there is one remedy, and that is 
vo appeal to the sober sense and good judgment 
of our — A great majority of our ple 
are attached to our form of government, and 
there is in truth no antagonism between capital 
and labor. The laborer of today is the capitalist 
of tomorrow. Under our fo of government 
the poorest can rise in society and wealth, and the 
remedy of wrong must not be violent, but peace- 
able, There never was atime when the laborer 
was in such good circumstances as at present, 
and everything tends toward bettering it. There 
are free schools, libraries, hospitals, cheap food, 
and high wages. Everything has a tendency to 
raise the toiler in the scale of mankind, and it is 
wicked for any one to breed discontent. The 
judgment of court,” said the court, facin 
Grottkeu, who sat beside his attorney, is tha 
Paul Grottkau is guilty of contempt as set forth 
in the order to show cause, and that he be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the House of Correc- 
tion of Milwaukee County for thirty days.“

Cats’ 
eyes, greenish-brown stones with a light 
running through them, were formerly very 
pe ular with ladies. Serpentrings are now 
ut seldom worn. Of course, some men 
will load themselves down with jewelry, 
whether it be fashionable or not. To buy 
diamonds judiciously one must be a pretty 
good judge of those stones. Here is a dia- 
mond which I sell for $5 which an inexpe- 
rienced buyer could not distinguish frem 
this stone (holding up a diamond of a similar 
size), Which is worth $125. One is very much 
off color, while the other is pure white and 
as clear asa bell. In fact, the cheaper of 
the two stones makes the best showing, is 
more dazzling to the eye, and is seen to much 
better advantage by gaslight. Its defects, 
however, are easily 1 to the 
eye of the experienced jeweler.“

An Electric Street Car. 

New York Sua: The Julian electric car got 
another trial on the Eighth avenue railroad 
yesterday morning during the small hours 
when regular travel is lightest. The car was 
run from Fiftieth to One Hundred and Fifth 
street and back, repeating its movements on 
the heavy grades for the purpose of more fully 
testing the sufficiency of its motive power. 

The result was reported as satisfactory in. 
the highest degree. The car itself is not dif- 
ferent in appearance from an ordinary street 
car. It carries powerful electric batteries, 
which are disposed under the seats, and are 
reached from the outside of the car. These 
convey their energy to the motor hung under- 
neath the car, which in turn revolves a shaft 
hung under the centre and transverse of the 
car. From this endless chains convey the 
motion to the ordinary axles. A lever on the 
platform regulates the motion, or the power 
applied, which is adjusted in three degrees, 
so that, the resistanee be the same, the 
car may be propelled at a moderate speed, or- 
faster, or still faster, at the will of the 
engineer, or the motive power may be shut 
off altogether and the ordinary brake applied 
to stop. , 

It is adapted to run on ~~ street railroad 
without change of the road, and the motor 
can be attached to ordinary street cars now 
in use. In addition to the motor power, 
electricity is supplied for lighting the car by 
incandescent lamps.

Baltimore & Ohio Likely te Make 
Trouble. 

If the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company suc- 
ceeds in its efforts to secure control of the South 
Pennsylvania Railroad there is another prospect 
for a renewal of the fight between the Baltimore 
& Ohio and the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 
By connecting the South Pennsylvania system 
with its own the Baltimore & Ohio would prac- 
tically —— the greater part of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad line and be able to give the latter 
a great deal of trouble, not only on through but 
on local traffic. The scheme, whose details have 
been hitherto well known, is new in the fact that 
it promises to resultin closer relations between 
the Baltimore & Ohio and the Reading sys- 
tem as well as the New Jerse Central. 
If it succeeds the Baltimore & Ohio will have a di- 
rect line between New York and Chicago nearly 
as short as the Pennsylvania, with excellent 
terminal facilities at Jersey City, and it will not 
have to run around by way of Baltimore and 
Philadelphia to get to New York. The scheme 
causes a good deal of discussion in railroad cir- 
cles, because if consummated it is quite sure to 
result in breaking up the trunk-line pool. 


To Satisfy the Judgments.

The decree allows the road ten days in which to 
pay into court the amount of these liens, inter- 
est, costs, eto. amousting to about $1,500,000, in 
default of which the road is to be sold by the Com- 
missioner appointed for that purpose at such 
time as he shall name. E. R. Mason, the present 
receiver of the road, is appointed Commissioner 
to conduct the sale. The road runs from Des 
Moines to Cainesville, Mo., 118 miles. 


Charged with Discrimination. 
Cotumsvs, O., Dec. 23.—(Special.]—The 
Standard Oil Company was made a party de- 
fendant before the Supreme Court in two rail- 
road quo warranto cases today, the cases being 
called “The State of Ohio ex rel. Attorney- 


General Kohler against the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans & Texas Pacific Railway Company,” 
and the same against the Cincinnati, Washing- 
ton & Baltimore Railroad Company. The com- 
plainant is George Rice, the oil refiner, who 
alleges that these companies discriminate in 
freight rates as between himself and the Standard 
Oil Company to an extent ranging from 100 to 240 
percent. The defendants setup the plea that 
the difference in rates is on accountof Rice's 
failure to ship his product in tanks; but Rice 
avers that they refuse to give him rates for such 
tank shipments. 


Special Rates for Farmers. 

Des Moi xs. Ia., Dec. 23.—[Special.|—Several 
days ago the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
sent a letter to the leading trunk lines of the 
State calling attention to the fact that the corn 
crop in Eastern Iowa was unusually small, while 
in Western Iowa it was quite plentiful. For this 
reason farmers in Eastern lowa were compelled 
to ship corn to feed their stock during the winter. 
In view of this fact the board thought it might 
be good policy as well as kindness for the roads 
to make the farmers a special rate during the 
winter for hauling their corn from Western 
to Eastern Iowa. lies to this letter have 
already been received from the Northwestern, 
Illinois Central, and Milwaukee roads, cheerfully 
complying with the request of the Commission- 
ers and agreeing to make a rate that will be sat- 
isfactory to the farmers.

The Harper Elevators Different Institutions. 

William H. Harper, manager of the Pacific Ele- 
vators, was yesterday asked concerning the ac- 
tion of the Railroad and Warehouse Commission- 
ers in treating their elevators in the Grain Reg- 
ister’s office as one. Mr. Harper said that when 
their B Elevator was completed the Inspection 
Department required a license and bond on each 
elevator, and t Commissioner Marsh was in 
error in stating that grain has been run into one 
and shipped out of the other.

Brained by a Fellow-Laborer. 

James Coulston, who has been employed as a 
fireman at the Chicago gas-house, on Hawthorne 
avenue, is lying at.the point of death at the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital from the effects of a 
blow on the head received at the hands of a fel- 
low-laborer—Timothy Mullen. The two men be- 
came involved in a quarrel in Pat Loftus’ sa- 
loon, No. 159 Division street, the night of Dec.

The Improvemenf of the Calumet River. 

At the last session of Congress a bill was passed 
appropriating $50,000 for the improvement of the 
Calumet River, and there was a provision in the 
Dill that no part of the money should be used 
until the Government was secured against any 
claims for damages that ht arise. Since then 
parties interested in the development of that 
waterway have furnished a bond indemnifyin 
the Government against all damage claims, an 
many property-owners holding titles to river 
frontage have signed a release. United States 
District-Attorney Ewing has been directed to ex- 
amine the titles of those who have released their 
property and bring condemnation suits against 
those who refuse to the release. No trouble 
is anticipated with Pailroad or other corporations. 

A False Story Run to Earth.

“RED” LEARY’S SANDS RUNNING OUT. 


The Noted Burglar ana Fighter Has Not 
g to Live. 

“Red” Leary, the noted bank burglar and 
rough-and-tumble fighter, is reported to be fail- 
ing fast and is thought to have but 6 few more 
years to live. For twelye years his eyesight has 
been failing from the effects of incarceration in a 
dungeon in France, and he is now almost blind. 
A tew years ago it was thought there was no 
man in the world that could whip him, but now 
his constitution is shattered, and this, coupled 
with his weak eyes, renders him an object of 
pity. Although a desperate man, possessed of 
extraordinary strength, and brutal toward those 
who opposed him, he was not entirely lost to the 
tender emotions that are characteristic of bet- 
ter types of humanity. After haviug been 
arrested in New York for participation 
in the Northampton, Mass., bank robbery, pend- 
ing proceedings on a requisition from the Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, he esca in a very 
mysterious manner and went to Europe. About 
a year later he was met in Queenstown, Ireland, 
by a party of New-Yorkers just about to embark 
for home. In bidding them farewell he broke 
down completely and wept like a child. A few 
months afterward he came back, was arres 
and taken to Northampton, where the case 
‘against him was dismissed by the Prosecuting

BOARD OF TRADE ELECTION. 


The Chamber of Commerce Lease Becom- 
2 ing the Issue. 

The question of the old Chamber of Commerce 
lease is apparently the only issue in the pending 
Board of Trade Presidential contest. The lines 
have been fairly drawn, and the successful candi- 
date will be the representative of those seeking 
to break the lease, or those who believe the rent 
ought to be paid whether the lease is technically 
defective or not. The representative of those 
who declare the lease invalid is the present Pres- 
ident of the Board of Trade. His opponent—and 
it is now believed that Mr. William Dickinson 
will be the man—must, of necessity, represent 
those members who believe in the justice and 
equity of paying the rent, regardless of a de- 
fective lease and technical objections which 
would tend to nullify it. The interest has wn 
to such an extent that very little talk is heard 
about other candidates than those for the Presi- 
dency. A. M. Wrightis naturally the leader on 
one side. The anti-repudiation people are act- 
ively at work to secure a candidate, and 
they hope to overcome Mr. Dickinson's scruples 
in the matter and make him their standard- 
bearer. For the position of Second Vice-Presi- 
dent the only name prominently mentioned is 
that of W. S. Seaverns, and from present indi- 
cations he will have no opposition. Among the 
names mentioned for positions in the directory 
are those of James P. Smith, a representative of 
the elevator interests; Gilbert Montague, a flour 
merchant; A. M. Henderson, a commission 
merchant; H. F. Dousman, a commission 
merchant; and George D. Boyden of the ship- 
ping firm of Fieming & Boyden. It is under- 
stood that all of these would be in harmony with 
Mr. Dickinson on the Chamber of Commerce 
lease question.

WELDING METALS BY ELECTRICITY. 


A New Discovery Publicly Shown in Boston 
— How It Was Done. 

Boston Herald : For the second time within 
acomparatively few years a new discovery in 
electricity has been first publicly shown be- 
fore the Society of Arts connected with the 
Institute of Technology of this city. Last 
evening Prof. Thomson of the Thomson- 
Houston Couipany of Lynn made known to 
the public his new and remarkable method 
of welding. Upto the present the process 
of welding has been confined within narrow 
limits, the metals upon which it could be 
practiced being few. By the new method a 
broken bar of metal can be easily reunited, 
or bars of different metals welded to- 
gether, and those metals which pre- 
viously resisted welding most stren- 
uously are now joined with 
while those previously easily welded 4— 
the same by the new process. Differences in 
specifi, — — and heat conductivity are 
the properties which are most troublesome. 
The method consists in simply forcing the 
ends to be welded together tightly and pass- 
ing a sufficiently werful current of elec- 
tricity through the joint. The resistance 
raises the metal to a wel heat and the 
pressure makes the joint. The speaker enu- 
merated some of the practical results ob- 
tained rsonally within a recent period. 
Iron and copper wires of various dimensions 
have been joined end to end. Steel or iron 
bars nearly aninch in diameter have been 
solidly welded together, and stéel has also 
been joined to brass. A copper rod near 
one-half an inch in diameter has been — 
ed, requiring @ current of 20,000 amperes.

$76,£00,000 FOR BEER. 


Vigures Showing What New York Spends 
Yeariy for This Stuff. 

New York Sun, Dec. 2: It is estimated 
that there are 6,000,000 barrels of beer con- 
sumed annually in this city. The brewers 
receive a barrel for this beer, less a dis- 
count to the dealers ranging from 10 to 20 per 
cent. Supposing all to receive the highest 
discount,which would allow for an occasional 
bad debt, the receipts of the brewers would 
aggregate $38,400,000. This beer is now sub- 
stantially all furnished by the members of 
the Brewers’ Exchange, the portion sapplied 
by the non-pool brewers scarcely amounting 
to the odd $400,000. 

It is also estimated that the aggrieved deal- 
ers number one-half of all in the city, and 
fully one-half of the trade. Should they 
withdraw their custom from the exchange 
brewers as now seriously threatened, they 
would thereby leave one-half of the product 
of the exchange breweries unsold, or cause 
those breweries to reduce their product one- 
half. Thus the movement, if carried out, 
will inflict a loss in trade upon these brewers 
of $19,000,000 a year. These figures will give 
some idea of the magnitude and importance 
of the movement now under consideration. 

It was shown at the conference of the deal- 
ers and non-pool brewers Monday that, in- 
cluding the non-pool breweries of the city 
proper and others in the vicinity, the aggre-

An expert beer-jerker 
will get from a keg three times its cost, while 
exceptional cases are found where fourfold 
the cost is received. But allowing the sale 
by the glass to be merely double the cost by 
the keg or barrel, and it is seen that the beer- 
drinkers of New York pay $76,800,000 annu- 
ally for this single article of refreshment.

If such an offense 
were committed, the offender was immedi- 
ately tried and deprived of the snow-white 
raiment of the order. If convicted, the vestal 
was carried through the streets in a long pro- 
cession, just beyond the city getes, where a 
tomb had n prepared. e tomb was 
reached by a ladder, and the descent of one 
of these fallen maidens into this dark, damp 
hole, must have been a most horrible sight. 
The tomb was supplied with a bed, a small 
lamp, and a few provisions, this last being a 
cruelty, prolonging the life of the miserable 
occupant. When the procession had arrived 
at the tomb, surrounded bya weeping but 
silent throng, the high priest opened the 
hearse and led the maiden to the ladder, rais- 
ing his hands in prayer and turning his head 
from the may egy | sigat. The ladder was 
withdrawn after the descent, and the tomb 
carefully closed and sealed and many tons’ 
weight of earth piled upon it, until every 
trace of the grave was obliterated. 

Every precaution was taken to keep the 
vostals entirely excluded and free fro 
temptation. Spies were present’ among the 
servants, and one case is reported where a 
spy informed against a virgin, the charge be- 
ing that the maiden in question paid too 
much attention to her personal attire. No 
physician was allowed to enter the 
walls; but if a priestess was ill she was im- 
mediately removed to the home of her par- 
enté or put in — of a matron, in each 
case being carefully watched and guarded. 

It was supposed that the safety of the em- 

re depended on the relics which were care- 

ully preserved in the Temple of Vesta. 
Among these relics were the meteoric stone, 
which an embassy had been sent to obtain 
onthe advice of a high priest who had 
been consulted on fate of the 
Ind Punic war in the year 549, Ro- 
man calendar; the ashes of Orestes, and 
the palladium. At the time of the great fire, 
125, A. D., the vestals were obliged to flee, 
but carried with them the sacred relics, which 
were deposited in the of the Cwsars. 
A foreign Prince, impelled by curiosity, made 
many attacks upon the temple, endeavoring 
to extinguish the eternal fire and to possess 
himself of the relics. After several at- 
tempts he finally suceeeded in getting the 
palladium, which he removed to his own tem- 
le, where it was bound with chains of gold. 
Many fine paintings now exist of the vestals 
and their relics. In most of these the back- 
und 1s completely filled with vestals. The 
act that the order contained but six priest- 
esses has been. completely lost sight of by 
medieval and modern painters.
